A proposal by CSUS com 
munication studies major Jerry 
Abbott to form a drop in rap 


center for Vietnam veterans has 
been stagnated due to a lack of 
available office space 

‘As a Vietnam veteran, this is a 
project I've been interested in fora 
long time,” Abbott siad._ Citing the 
need for a piace for veterans to go 
to talk about their feelings and 
problems they are experiencing 
Abbott said, “Until now, a lot of 
emotional and mental problems 
have had a stigma applied to 
them ' 

The 26 - year - old Abbott con- 
tinued, “Due to the nature of the 
Vietnam War, veterans don''t trust 
anyone Most won't talk about it 
but (those who) do will only talk to 
other veterans because of the fact 
that it (the war) was so unpopular 

The problem with e: ablisning 
such a meeting place is “it has to 
be private it has to have its own at- 
mosphere where veterans will be 
comfortable to talk about their 
probiems," Abbott emphasized 

The communication studies 
group concentrating Gn the center 
has use of one of the portable 
buildings that are soon to be 
vacant. The university hopes to 
retain the portabies located in the 
@ast area of the campus, but as a 
result of an agreement made by a 
former president, the portabies 
were allocated only until the com- 
pletion of the business buiic ing, 
according to Dean of Students Tim 
Comstock. With the growth of the 
university space is “a miserable 
bear" on campus, Comstock said, 
but he hopes space for the 
veterans’ center will be found 

The project, resulting partially

“Peopie today are dissatisfied with legisiators 
serving long terms in office,” according to Joan 
Reiss, who announced Monday her candidacy for 
the 6th Assembly District seat in asecond challenge 
against 18 - year incumbent Leroy Greene 

According to a campaign survey, 74 percent of 
about 1,000 registered Democrats in the district 
favored limiting legisiative terms to less than 12 
years. Seventy - seven percent agreed with the 
Survey's statement, “We need more women in the 


siate legisiature.” 


These results, said the CSUS Environmental 
Studies professor, “add up to the ability to make a 
significant win — not even a significant showing, but

CSUS' Students for Kennedy 
Committee was organized about a 


month ago, and according to 
president Dana Robertson, ex- 
citement is high “| believe the 
name Kennedy fosters en- 
thusiasm,” he said. “We haven't 
really run into student apathy here 
and aithough things seem a little 
quiet we are getting things done 
We are making our contacts.” 

At the present time, the CSUS 
group is the only student Kennedy 
support organization in Sac- 
ramento. “There are some other 
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groups (forming) but they are kind 
of unorganized,” said Robertson 
On Wednesday members of the 
committee visited the campuses of 
American River College,

“Our goal, of 
course,” said Robertson, “is to turn 
out votes to the most effective 
degree possibie. Because of 
federal and state regulations, it has 
been made extremely difficult for 
grassroot's organizations such as 
Ours to raise funds.” 
One of the group's past ac- 
tivities was advance work for the 


senator's visit to San Francisco last 
week 

Many believe Kennedy's 
greatest hurdle will be overcoming 
the Chappaquidick incident. While 
Robertson agrees “the accident 
didn't up the campaign spirit any,” 
he also maintains that “by the end 
of the campaign, people are going 
to be facing the issues of the elec- 
tion, not Chappaquidick. This 
election is going to be close,” he 
added, “right down to the last dirty 
wire.” 

There are currently 80 students 
Officially listed as members of the 
campus Students for Kennedy 
Committee and Robertson expects 
more 

“We have a lot to offer,” he said 
“This is @ real entryway into 
politics for those students who 
work on the committee. Although 
they may burn out at the end, they 
will learn a lot about the political 
process. Anyone,” he concluded, 
“who gets involved in this will 
come out different.”

The house sits on a stylishly old, tree - lined 
Street, far from the clamour and flashing lights that 
are Broadway. Although built in the days before the 
tract became popular, the small house appears only 
slightly different from the others, just a comfortable 
oid house in a comfortable old section of Land Park 

Inside, nothing unusual, except perhaps the mas- 
sive bookcase, which covers one entire wall of the 
living room. The books are many, their titles varied 
broken up with an occasional momento or souvenir 
Bennet Cerf's Modern American Humour. sidies up 
to an aged copy of the New Yorker Album. while 
Vonnegut is crowded in with Rose Bow! Football 
since 1902 Some titles can't even be seen, obscured 
by pictures, plaques and an occasional autographed 
basebai). One of the pictures shows an amiable, gray 
- haired reporter talking to Sal Bando, former third 
baseman for the “Amazing A's,” world champions in 
72, ‘73 and 74 

The reporter in the picture, the owner of the 
house, is Herb Michelson, former Sacramento Bee 
sportswriter and bureau chief, current daily collum- 
nist for the Bee and author of several books 

Micheison blends into his surroundings, settling 
into a high - back chair at the dining room table, next 
to the phone booth. He lights a cigarette, flashing 
one of his favorite momentos, a huge gold World 
Series ring, the 1974 “A's” version 

“The ring? After the “A's” won their last series in 
74, Finley (A's owner Charley) gave rings to ali the 
writers who d been around for awhile. The next year 
in 75, | did a biography of him, and he asked for the 
ring back, but I kept it | think it's a kinda fun thing to 


have ar nd 
| was fred by the Bee to cover the A's in 1968 
when they first moved out here from Kansas City 
That's ali | for the Bee, | had another full - time 
and maybe ther part - time job at the time, but i'd 
» alway ed t ball. At first it was a thrill to cover 


major league baseball, but by the time | started to 
cover sports professionally in 68. I'd been a 


newsma > long that | didn't take sports as 
serious | might have if | were 22 - year - old 
sportswriter. To me, sports isn't the religion that 


other people like to make it; it’s just a game. that’s al! 
a bunch of kids playing a game. In writing sports, | 
tried to approach it that way, | tried to deal more with 
the people in the game than the scores 
‘Covering rd A’s was a real break, though 
because they were an interesting mix of people.’ 
Eventually, the Bee became aware of how 


convenentiy laced Michelson was. and started 
using | for other assignments 
B > the “A's”, there'd been a 15 - year gap 


since |G last done sports. and in those 15 years, I'd 
been essentially in news 

After a while, the Bee raised my salary from $15 
to $20 @ game, then they started having me do other 
sports id basketball and hockey, and then they 
hired me fulltime in ‘75, in what they called a Bay 
Area bureau. | was doing sports and news. which 
was Nice, because by then | was really getting a littl 
tired of doing ali sports 





So | covered the Hearst trial, andthe Chowchilla 
kidnap. By the time | started the column, | was really 
wn about half news and haif sports 

§ wouldnt mind covering baseball for a week 
now, but Michaelson shakes his head mentally 
conciuging his sportswriting career 

‘Newswriting to me is just SO Much more interes 
ting, because there's just so many questions you can 
ask sO many athletes before you find yourself 
repeating your questions and them repeating their 
answers How many times can you aska player what 
pitch he hit for a homer? They either hit a fastball. a 
Curve Of a slider, and half the time they don't know 
the pitcher doesnt remember, so they make someth 
ing up 

These days, it is Michelson who has to do the
